gen Technology Commons. 
The technology commons 
will be located in the lower 
level of the Nicholas J. Schrup 
Library inside the Atrium. 
“This is part of the univer- 
sity's plan to seamlessly incor- 
porate new technology into 
learning,” says Clarke Presi- 
dent Joanne M. Burrows, SC. 
The area will contain a variety 
of different things: 20 comput- 
er workstations and scanners 
and printers for both student 
and faculty use. There will 
be two classrooms equipped 
with 24 to 32 computers for in- 
struction as well as technology 
for recording and delivering 
video lectures for professors 
who teach online courses us- 
ing a variety of technologies 
including streaming video. 
The new space will be named 
Lingen Technology Commons 
to honor the university's cur- 
rent provost and vice presi- 
dent for Academic Affairs, 
Joan Lingen, BVM. Lingen has 
played several roles on cam-

“We went above and beyond” on this 
project, to make it a “centralized technol- 
ogy rich learning enviroment” adds _Lin- 
gen. There will be a collaboration and 
video conferencing room and a centrally lo- 
cated e-learning support desk for students. 

All of this is made possible by the multi-year 
$1.98 million grant, Title III, that the school 
received through the U.S. Department of Edu- 
cation’s Strengthening Institutions Program. 
This program is meant to help provide cutting- 
edge technology for the university, and ad- 
ditionally will be used as training resources 
and collaboration tools to prepare students 
for the new demands of today’s work world. 

Work will begin on the Lingen Technol- 
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ogy Commons immediately after gradua- 
tion in May. The university has pushed for 
this project to be done by the time students 
return to Clarke for the fall 2012 semester. 

Students look forward to a new technol- 
ogy commons. “I’m excited to have access to 
such a technology-friendly place on campus” 
says Dave Meyers, freshman business major. 

Seth Cory, sophomore biochemistry and math 
major, says, “The new center will allow students 
to have a better opportunity to utilize better tech- 
nology for the advancement of their education.” 

This is the first part, or step one, of the 
Lingen Technology Commons Clarke 
will have to wait and see what oth- 
er additions will be made in this area.

Joe Paterno, former head 
coach of the Penn State Nittany 
Lions, died on January 22, from 
complications from lung can- 
cer. Some Clarke students go 
as far as saying that he lost the 
will to live after getting fired. 

Joe Pa holds the record 
for the most victories by an 
NCAA Division I Football 
Bowl Subdivision (FBS) with 
409 wins and he is the only 
FBS coach to reach 400 victo- 
ries. In 2007, he was inducted 
into the College Football Hall 
of Fame as a coach for all of 
his great accomplishments. 

Prior to his death, Paterno 
went through a number of is- 
sues related to the sex abuse 
scandals involving _Jerry 
Sandusky, Penn State defen- 
sive coordinator. Once the 
story was out, people de- 
bated whether Paterno did or 
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g fresh 


for the women’s program. Tak- 
ing on this new role, Watkins’ 
expectations are nothing less 
than to make a run for the 
championship.

Penn State held a memorial for 
Paterno on January 26 attend- 
ed by 12,000 following three 
days of mourning on campus.
